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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the Granik was filed on 
December 1 1 2000, which is after Applicant's priority date of November 7, 2000. However, Granik claims the benefit of Provisional 
Application No. 60/168,877, filed on December 3, 1999, The provisional application, however, does not disclose that users viewing an 
advertisement are awarded an "entry in a sweepstakes. Thus, Granik does not constitute prior art with respect to this feature. Examiner 
respectfully disagrees with Applicant's characterization of Granik's provisional application. Examiner wish to direct application attention to 
page 6 of the Granik provisional applicant which is provided with this response. Granik clearly teach that the Ad Replacer can replace 
some of the advertisements with news trivia, questions artwork vocabular words of anything else the user may be interested in viewing. 
Furthermore, Granik teach "the owner will provide prizes or free services as a reward for people using the ad replacer." Therefore, Granik 
teach the concept of "the particular viewer associated with the particular viewer identifier is awarded an entry into a sweepstakes.' see 
page 6. Therefore, Applicant's argument is not persuasive. 
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
